Began With a Jeweler
and an Idea

HILADELPHIA s the Hub—the Hub of

The
names of John Piteh and Robert Fulton,
plonmeares In the history of the steamboat, are
clowaly aasoclated with this city.

Matthins
Baldwin, who established the works In 1831,
tastell bittarness and disappointment bhefors
he fnally succeeded. And even after he had
constructed his first locomotive, Old Iron-
sides, he was so disheartened that he
was ready to glve up. Only his inventive
genfus and the Iron will which urged him
on gave us the Baldwin works, After Old
Ironsides had heen bullt and tested the
Philndelphin, Germantown and Norristown
Rallrond Company, for which It was
constructed for a contract price of $4000,
refused to pay this amount bdecause of
certain defects. These wore remedied and
a compromise price fixed at $3500. Al the
trouble Baldwin encountered over this firat
| loromotive moved him to say to n friend in
dlngust:
“That is our Iast locomotive'
Rut 42,438 have been dbullt by his company
since then.

When Matthias Raldwin started his career

the bullding of locomotives was the last
thought In his mind. He Jearned the trade
of a jeweler, and after working In the shop
of A Jowelry firm for a faw years opensd a
shop of his own in the same trade. It waas
the fallure in the demand for his wares that
I him to change his ocoupation mnd even-
tually to take up the oconetruction of loeo-
motives. " ’

From the jewelry trade young PRaldwin
took up the manufacturs of bookbinders
| tools mnd cylinders for calleo printing. The
| demand for these was so great that the
young mechanic determined to Install n
stationary steam engine, steam power Just
then becoming practiceal. The machine Bald-
win and his partner had purchased for this
purpose proved unsatisfactory, and Baldwin
determined to Aeslgn and construct one #s-
pecially adapted to his work. Tt was a sue-
cess, and the new ideas it Introduced Imme-
dlately were ndopted by other constructors
This original statlonary engine, bullt befare
1830, ia still In working order, and has been
used to furnish the power In opening six
new departments at Baldwin’a

Jeweler Makes Engines

It was the Interest which the construction
of this fArat statlonary steam engine aroused
in him that led Baldwin to take up locomo-
tive building. Tn 1520-30 the firet steam loco-
motives were Imported to this country from
England. They attracted so much attention
that Franklin Peale, the proprietor of the
Philladelphia Mussum, determined to have
one for exhibitlon purposes {f he could find
a man who could construct one. He asked
Mr. Baldwin to undertake the work. With-
out having seen a locomotive and with the
ald only of the Imperfect descriptions that
had heen published of the competition at
Rainhill, England, Mr. Baldwin began apera-
tlons. On April 26, 1801, the minilature loco-
motive was put in operation on & pine board
track In the museum. The locomotive
burned both anthracite and pine knot coal,
and the exhaust steam was MMescharged into
the chimney, Two oars wers attached, and
big erowds went fo see the novel apectacls,

That was the real begianing of the Bald-
win Locomotive Works. The success of Mr.
Baldwin's model was such that the Phila-
delphla, Germantown and Norristown Rall-
road Company, whose cars were then aper-
ated by horsepower, gave Mr. Baldwin an
order. The diMculties were encrmous, be-
cause the young mechanic had no plans by
which te wark. The Camden and Amboy
Rallroand Company had only recently im-
ported & locomotive from England, and it
was then stored In a shed at Bordentown,
its parts unassembied. Mr. BaJdwin exam-
ined the datached parts, and with the ald of
n few notes and what he had learned from
the model he had constructed for the Phila-
delphia Museum, started In on his work
